here as he Queenes molexcellent aieth bath den infourmed by 
her right trutty, and right entierly defoned <oſtn. the Duke of Nozth- 
olke, whylefſte he was her Batefties Lieuetenaunt generall in the 
202th, and alſo by her ryght trufty and welbeloued the Lozd Grey of 
dplton, whyleſt he was warden generall of the Et and myddle mar- 
hes agaynfte Scotlande, that there were and bee dpuers ofher ſub- 
&- iectes, within the countie of Nozthumberlande,in the parties of Cin- 
#'_1)ale and Kiddeſdale,and other partes thereto adioynyng, that haue 
Sd long tyme ben culpable and gyltie of ſundzy crymes, fo: the whiche 
the ſayd Licuetenaunt generall, in ſome parte by ozder of the lawes of the Kealme.,dpd cauſe exe- 
cution to be made in the moneth of Marche laſte, Ind finding the numbze of the offendours,and 
they: rep:ntaunce very large and great : Bas moued on her Pateſties behalfe to haue commiſera- 
tion, and ſo to ſtay further pzoſecution agaynlt them, vntyll her Patefties pleaſure were knowen, 
and the repentaunce and ſubmiſſion of the ſayde offendours notified, 
Derevpon her Maiecſtie beyng inclinable to bewe mercy towardes ſuche as ewe them ſelues 
ready to lfue Iyke true ſubtectes in the peace of God, and the Realme: Js pleaſed that by this her 
P;oclamation, it be notified to all maner of perſons, inhabitauntes within the ſapde countie of 
Nozthumberlande in the partes of Cindale and Riddeſdale, that her Pateſtie doth acquite # par» 
don all ſch perſons of the ſame partes as hane comitted any offence-wozthy death, befoze the ſapd 
moneth of Barche, and not ſuche as haue committed any offence wozthy death ſence the ſayde 
moneth of Barche, Ind foz the moze cer of the perſons that (halbe pardoned : Her 
MBateſtie wplleth and comaundeth, that 02 wyll take any commoditie of this 
her Bateſties pardon, (hall repayze to the Lozd Chauncellour oz keper of the great Seale of Eng- 
lande, with certificat vnder the hande and Seale of the ſayde duke of Nozthfolke, oz of the Lozde 
Grey of dplton, 02 of the warden of any the mpddle oz Eft marches,conteyning the name and ſur- 
name of the partie, with a note of ſuch offences as fo: the which the partte wyll requy:e his par» 
don, and a teſtimonie that he hath fcunde ſuertie to be ofgood behautour. Ind tyerc2von the 


ſayde Lozde Chauncellour oz keper of the great Seale, ſhall graunt to ſuch perſon a ſufficient par-- 


don, bnder the great Seale of Englande, erceptyng all bhygh treaſons to the perſon of her Mateſtie 
and wylfull murders, Ind the ſame perſons (hal pay only ſuch fees foz the ſame, as were payed foz 


pardons obteyned at her Paticſties Cozonatton, and no greater. 
P2ouided alwayes that no perſon ball haue any benefite by fozce of this P:oclamatton, but 


fuch as (ball ſue foozth a pardon in fourme afozeſapd, befoze the laft day of ÞyNary terme nexc, 
Amo. 15 69 4-Nouenbris. the ſecond yere of her Maielties ratgne.
